Washington, June 22.—Discussion of 
the Mexican situation was precipitated 
in the senate today by Senator Works 
of California, who called up his resolu- 
tion to authorize intervention, had it 
read and gave notice tlmt unless tlie 
foreign relations committee acted soon 
he would move to take the matter out 
of its hands. 


The California senator said he did not 
want to bring on debate at this time, 
but the action should not be further de- 
layed. 


"I have been content up to this time 
to let the resolution remain in the hands 
of the foreign relations committee," he 
said. "But I feel that the time has come 
now when the mitter should not be left 
exclusively in the hands of the execu- 
tive branch of the government. Some ac- 
tion, in my opinion, must now be taken 
by congress. 
I think it exceedingly im- 
portant if we are forced to enter Mexico 
that we should do it with a clear dec- 
laration by congress as to our purposes 
and intentions so that not only our own 
people but the people of Mexico and all 
other nations may. know the objects of 
the United States in taking this import- 
ant step."

London, June 22.—Reports have been 
received here that a

liave captured the holy city of Mecca. 
The London newspapers declare the re- 
bellion is certain 
to 
have 
important 
bearing on the war, especially as re- 
gards the participation of Turkey. 
The 
Post says: 
"The uprising is due to re- 
cent wholesale executions of 
Moham- 
medan and Syrian notables and 
well 
known religious leaders and also to the 
spread in Arabia of a feeling that the 
Turks have abdicated their position as 
the protector of the Mohammedans and 
have become the vassals of Germany." 


The Graphic says: 
"The revolt is a 
smashing blow at Turkey and the cap- 
ture of Mecca is an event which will 
shake Turkish prestige to its founda- 
tion." 


A Reuter dispatch from Cairo says 
the rebels, in addition to taking Mecca 
have captured Jiddah, the chief seaport 
of Arabia, and Taif, 65 miles southeast 
of Mecca , and have proclaimed independ- 
ence of the Arabs from Ottoman rule. 


According to this dispatch the Grand 
Sherif of Mecca, the chief magistrate of 
the holy city, proclaimed his independ- 
ence and was supported by the Arab 
tribes of the west and central parts of 
the country. 
He began operations about 
June 9 and won signal success.

said the garrisons of Mecca, Jiddah and 
Taif surrendered with the exception of 
two small forts at Taif which are still 
resisting.

fight they realized that in the event of 
military operation on a big scale the 
great problem would be in deaîftif)6j with 
the various big units of the Carranza 
army stationed within striking distance 
of every port of entry from Brownsville 
to Lower California. 


News that Juarez was evacuated by 
the Mexican garrison did not surprise 
the headquarters staff which yesterday 
learned that Gen. Gavira had.moved his 
forces from Matamoras and that similar 
action had been taken at one or two 
other towns. 


Not Far from Border. 


In no case, however, have the Mex- 
ican forces moved far south of the bor- 
der. 
Apparently the intention of the 
Mexican army ofTioers has been to make 
such disposition of their men that a de- 
féhse could be maintained beyond towns 
that lie imder the guns planted on the 
American side; instead of evacuation at 
all points, however, notable exception 
was offered at Picdras Negras opposite 
Eagle Pass, where the garrison was in- 
creased by the arrival of Gen. Francisco 
Murgia with 2,000 troops. 
Additional 
troops also were added to the garrison 
at Ojinaga, opposite Presidio and from 
Nogalés also was reported a heavy con- 
centration in the interior and in posi- 
tion to menace a rich valley on the 
American side. 


None of the reported Mexican troop 
movements caused anxiety 
at 
army 
headquarters, however, where confidence 
is felt in the ability of the American 
forces to carry out, without hitch, any 
oi'ders they may receive. 


Supplies "Already in Mexico. 


Vast quantities of ammimition and 
supplies are already in storage in Mex- 
ico and at points along the border for 
use of American troops, a high army of- 
ficial at G^en. Funston's headquarters de- 
clarefl today.

While the dissolution of the cham- 
ber of deputies also was desired the 
newspaper says it may not be directly 
demanded. 


The foregoing version of the nature 
of the entente demands are said

High-powered 
aeroplanes of the latést design are now 
at Columbus and will be sent into Mex- 
ico as soon as new propellers have been 
provided. 
The long stretches of terri- 
tory to be covered in Mexico have led 
to marked betterments in the field wire- 
less equipment and "buzzer" telegraph 
lines.

When it is shown that what have come to be known as "old line" 
life insTirance companies distributed in the United States and Canada 
last year the enormous sum of $733,700,000 in payment of death 
claims, matured endowments and other benefits during the year 
1915, one is enabled to get an illuminating grasp upon the magni- 
tude to which the life insurance business has grown and the tre- 
mendous part it is playing in the financial affairs of the people. Or- 
dinarily one's attention is largely occupied in the payment of 
premiums. The reverse order of things which spells outgo for the 
life risk companies and income for the beneficiaries does not often 
get such impressive emphasis. 
Incidentally the payments for last 
year exceeded by some $47,000,000 those of the previous year. 
It 
would be interesting, merely as a matter of comparison, to have also 
at hand the total sum paid in by policy-holders to the insurance com- 
panies, but the compilation under consideration does not deal with 
that phase of the situation. 


In Fort WajTie the total payments by the companies during the 
year aggregated $386,500, but in several of the smaller Indiana 
cities this sum was exceeded. 
The largest insurance paid on the 
death of an Indiana man was $350,258. This sum was paid to the 
heirs of Charles Sidway, of Elkhart. The next highest insurance paid 
was to the family of Everett G. Eberhart, who lived in Mishawaka. 
This amounted to $100,694. The payments in Indianapolis for the iuriTthe hands'of 
t h r G . " o ! " p . 
year 1915 amounted to $1,57,250. 
In Evansville the payments 
reached a total of $475,250. The payments in Terre Haute amounted 
to $425,000, and in Elkhart to $423,500. 


Many American companies write business in Europe, and there 
has been much interest in regard to the efiiect of the European war 
on policies in force in Europe issued prior to the war at ordinary 
premium rates by American life insurance ¡companies which maintain 
branch offices in various European countries. Up to the close of last 
year the mortality under these policies was little, if any, in excess of 
the normal mortality under peace conditions. This would seem to in- 
^^tsat« that in Europe the man who carries life insurance is not the 
man who is doing the fighting. In this country we think a different 
condition would be shown, for more and more the young man of 
America today is buying life insurance.

20.—An ulti- 
'matum, amounting practically to a de- 
claration of 
war 
against 
the United 
States, was served on Commander Ar- 
thur G. Kavanagh, of the gun boat An- 
napolis by General 
Flores, 
Carranza 
governor of the state of Sinaola, accord- 
ing to a radiogram sent from the An- 
napolis at Mazatlan and received here 
by Admiral 
Winslow, commander-in- 
chief of the Pacific fleet. 
- 
Owing to the low powered radio set 
of the Annapolis, difficulty has been ex- 
perienced in communicating with the 
gun boat, but enough facts have come 
through to indicate that General Flores 
has taken a hostile stand against Amer- 
icans and that it was his refusal to per- 
mit Americans to leave Mazatlan that 
resulted in the clash Sunday between 
blue jackets of the Annapolis and Mexi- 
cans, characterized as Carranza soldiers. 
The exact substance of his ultimatum 
has not yet been received. 


According to the reports received tho 
commander of the 
Annapolis advised 
all'Americans in the vicinity of Mazat- 
lan to leave as soon as possible. A boat 
of the war vessel, containing Ensign 0. 
O. Kesiing, Paymaster Andrew Mowat 
and à number of blue jacket« approach- 
ed the wharf, Ensign Kessing being, un- 
der orders from Commander fiavanagn 
¡to arrange with the Mexican aiithoritie.s 
to get out all Americans. 


Without provocation, it is reported, 
the Mexicans opened fire on the sailors 
and boatswain's mate, I. M. Laughter,

The devil doesn't have to work 
hard to hold the person, that is going 
wrong headlong, but it ig Avhen the pei- 
son turns and starts the other way that 
he gets busy. 


I haven't any doubt but that Herod 
loved John, because he was sorry when 
he had to fulfill his bargain by behead- 
ing him. He was lead into that trap by 
satan. 
The rich yoimg ruler had a de-

Reports to Gen. Bell, commanding the 
El Paso military, indicate preparations 
for the departure of 4,000 troops under 
Gen.

stood in the railway yards while sup- 
plies, armament, food and storage were 
being hastily loaded into freight cars. 
Evacuation Under Way. 


Captain James Allison, 
provost mar- 
shal of El Paso, received a report from a 
Mexican source early 
today that the 
evacuation was already imder way and 
that one train of 
box cars and day 
coaches, heavily 
loaded 
with soldiers, 
some of whom were perrtiefl on top of 
the cars, had left for the south, over the 
Mexican Central. Throughout the nights 
the streets of Juarez were filled wiih 
cavalrymen, a number of small detach- 
ments moving from the city and into the 
hills beyond, while others left Juarez,

RECRUITING GOES SLOWLY. 


Ohio 
Guard Unit* Far Short of Maxi- 
mum Strength. 


Columbus, O., June 22—Vigorous efforts 
were being made througrhout Ohio today 
to recruit the national guard to its maxi- 
mum strength. 
The different units In 
most instances are far short and recruit- 
ing is not progressing as 
rapidly as 
militia officers would like. 


Commercial 
organizations 
throughout 
the state have joined In the movement to 
urge young, men to enlist, and the Ohio 
Manufacturers' association has sent let- 
ters to Its l.&OO members requesting em- 
ployers to encourage employes to enlist 
by guaranteeing them restoration to their 
present poaltlons, and if possible, full or 
part pay during the period of state or 
federal service.

A new version of the engagement was 
brought here today by a Mexican civil- 
ian, who was in Villa Ahumada early 
yesterday afternoon, and who said 
he 
assisted in dressing Mexican wounded. 
He said Gen. Felix Gomez, the slain Car- 
ranza leader, had been aware of the ap- 
proach of the Americans for twelve hours 
and had sent a number of couriers to 
them, warning them to return to their 
encampment. 


When they persisted in their advance, 
he said a pitfall several hundred feet in 
length was dug directly in the trail over 
which the cavalrymen must ride. 
This 
was cleverly concealed with brush. 


As the Americans rode unsuspectingly 
through the sand dune toward the en- 
trenchment, Gren. Gomez laid concealed 
some himdred yards away in the mes- 
quite. 


Raked With Machine Gun Fire. 


The horses of the American vanguard 
plunged into the pitfall, unseating their 
riders and injuring a number of them. 
Then the Mexican asserted the Carranza 
forces lying in ambush raked the Amer- 
ican ranks with a machine gim. The 
heavy fire forced the Americans to with- 
draw to reorganize their line and the 
Mexicans captured 
seventeen 
soldiers, 
who had been thrown into the pit. 


He asserted that It was then 
that 
Gen. Gomez went forward under 
a 
flag of truce and that before the pro- 
posed parley had begun a n Irrespon- 
sible soldier agrain started the machine 
gam fire. 


When Gomez Was Killed 


A small detachment of cavalrymen 
chargred toward Gen. Gomez and his 
party who were in the center of a field, 
directly between the two 
commands, 
their pistol fire- killing- the Mexican 
leader. According to the story 
both 
commands withdrew. 


The Mexican was unat)le to estimate 
the Mexican dead but asserted that the 
American dead numbered forty, 
his 
statement agreeing with the Mexican 
official reports that the American dead 
numbered forty. 
Military 
authorities 
here expressed no doubt that both com- 
mands suffered heavily in the fight but 
pointed out that no Information con- 
cerning the engagement 
other 
than 
that from American sources has been 
received. Even 
the two 
Americans, 
James Maxey and J. C. Hubble who 
brought the most detailed accounts to 
the border, said their informants were 
all Mexicans. Hope was expressed that 
the American casualties will not prove 
as heavy as the Mexican reports have 
Indicated. It was not considered unlike- 
ly that Gen. Pershing already has taken 
steps looking toward the reinforcement 
of t h e cavalry command engaged and 
to a swift punitive action. 


Will Attempt Rescue 
It w a s also expected he would take 
such steps as possible to rescue the 
captive Americans, who now a r e on 
their way to Chihuahua City to be held 
subject to the orders of Gen. Trevino 
commanding Carranza' army 
of the 
north. 


Reports of the evacuation of towns 
held by Carranza garrisons in the ter- 
ritory occupied by the expeditionary 
command, continued today a n d it was 
thought Gen. Trevino has ordered ttte 
redisposition of the troops composing 
the ring which h a s surrounded G«n. 
Pershing's forces for some weeks to 
offset a realignment which t h e Amer- 
ican commander began yesterday. Dur- 
ing the night upward of one thousand 
Mexicans crossed the border from El 
Paso to Juarez and today the exodus 
continued. Many of these left immedi- 
ately lor the south while the town Itself 
was 
being 
rapidly 
depopulated. 
Through the night a steady stream of 
wagons carrying the household goods 
of citizens of the town poured out a 
long the roads leading to the south. 
Whether the civilians had been warned 
by the military authorities to leave 
the town could not be learned. 


Army officers asserted today 
that 
the Mexican leaders have long realized 
that in the event of hostllltle« with 
the U. S. they could not hope to hold 
Juarez against the Americans 
and 
have planned to withdraw to a more 
strategic point. 


At 8 a. m. today a large part of the 
Carranza garrison appeared still to 
be In Juarez. At the commandencla. it 
wa« said over the telephone that all 
was quiet and that there was no gen- 
eral movement toward evacuation.

complete scherile of locks and dams on 
the Ohio river, producing a nine-foot 
stage from Pittsburg to Cairo, and con- 
sequently to the Gulf of Mexico. 


At its present session congress appro- 
priated $5,000,000 for the continuancc 
-^f this work on the Ohio river, but the 
"omplaint is registered that the work 
is being done in such a piecemeal fash- 
ion that locks and dams ngw built will 
he utterly antiquated before the whole 
iob is completed. 
Every little bit helps, 
but it is still a fact that the Ohio river 
is not now 
a highway 
of 
commerce

mercial highway the Ohio river is one
